THE CHINESE TREATY WITH 
AMERICA. . 5 

; ' Be eect j 
* Jtfs not impr -bable, says the ‘San Francisco 
Bulletin, thet the present Administration may 
succeed in throwing open the gates to Chinese 
coolles through the agency of the treaty cow 
pending in the Senate of the United States, A 
singalar and inexplicable phase of the situation 
is thal the treaty, which is a device to destroy 
the effi fency of the existing laws in restralrt of 
Chinese immipgrstlon, fs proposed by the Secre- 
tary of Presl‘ent Cleveland, and {9 a distinct 
reversal of the policy pursued by Cleveland 
when he: signed the Scott Exclusion law. To 
any person at all conversant with the tricks and 
duplicity of the Chinese, It ls apparent that they 
wii hive g ined a preat advantage {f the treaty 
isadopted. There i¢ a strong Inclination on the 
part of some members of the Callforna delega- 
ton to fitlow the p thof individual advantage 
in preference to sdvocating boldly the cause of 
the perple of the Pacific Coast tn this matter. 

It weuld be refreshing to hear at this thme of 
ibe preventat‘on of a clear cut and effective pro- 
test in the’ Senate, on the part of California's 
Democratle Senator, against the consummation 
ofa proposed wring against the people of the 
Pecific Coast, It is just about six years'since a 
pronosed new treaty with China was {n the 
Senate, when a cringing yrotest by W. W. 
Morrow, then a Republican Congressman, was 
ad ressed to the Chiirman of the Senate Com- 
mi'tee on Fereign Relations, Senator Sherman. 
I: ls petinent to quote at this time from. that 


-protest, for'he peril of re-opened Chincse im- 


miocration is {mminent. aod something ts neces. 
sary'to arouse torsid Dem cratic Senators, now. 
in the majo ity, to:‘he danger of the situation, 

“The treaty of November 17th, 1880,” wrote 
Congressman (now Judge) Morrow to Senator 
Sherman, “wes negotlated for the purpose of 
suspending Chinese Immigration, It bad no 
other purpose in view, It was the response 
of the Government to the urgent and ofien- 
repeated demand of the Pacific Coast that an 
effecitve barrier should be raised agalnst the 
ir minent peril of an overwhelming tavasion of 
the PecificCozst, But unfortunately the treaty 
wns not as comprehensive in its execution ag it 
wisin purpes:.” : 

Having made this essential potot Cc ngress- 
man Morrow recalled the bistory of the period 
between Novembre 18, 1870, and August 5, 3882, 
when the first .restrictlve law went into effect, 
during which perlod 45.952 Chtnese arrived at 
San Francisco, which wss an excess of 30,000 
anjvals over the previous average for twenty 
months. “For the Ume bel-g,” wrote Congress- 
man Morrow forcibly, “the purpoge of the treaty 
was not only defeated, but its negotfation caused 
alarge increase la Chinese imm’gration.” Agaln 
said Congressman Morrow : . : 

“The practical effect of leaving our doors open 
to Cb{namen who will assert and prove this claim 
of prior residence, {s to defeat the whole purpose 
of treaty stipulations and legislation on this 
subject, since tf can be eastly demonstrated that 
the immigration wilt be continued under the 
disguise of. the privileged class." * 

Coneressman Morrow gave statistics abowing 
a steady Incresse In Chinese {mmigration under 
the Restriction Act until the sumber of ‘coolles 
arlving had again reached proportfons of the 
most dangerous and threatening character, 

The Bayard treaty was pending when Congress. 
man Morrow made this earnest appeal, This 
treaty was a Democratic measure, which received 
the bearty support of President Cleveland, 
Congressman Morrow pcinted out its defects 
and suggested changes which would be neces- 
sary to effect the object almed at—restriction of 
Chinese immigration: : . 

‘The reason why Pres'dent Cleveland cousénted 
to: the -intraduciion’ of the Scott. Bill at this 
juncture, and which was passed by « Republican 
Congress, was thathe hoped the Republicans 
would reject it, and this he belleved would injure 
that party in the pending campaign, But the 
Republicans stood up to the fisuc and passed the 
Dill. Ts effect has been good. Under {ts 
operation the Pacific Coast has expestenced the 
moat effective restriction of Chinese {mmigratton 
that has been gained. Whatever, therefore, has 
been done for California in this respect was done 
by the Republican pe. 23 

Bat President Cleveland ip nothing If he ts 
not a politician and, therefore, an effort. to 
abandon Republican measures which have 
seen gthaned that party meets with his approval, 
And he goes back to bis old ‘ides of w treaty 
which Congressman Morrow showed was one 
which promised no rellef for this coast. 

To now cast ncide or render Ineffective the 
laws that bave given us parifal resirictlon, 
through the daogcrausexperiment of a new trealy, 
would by a crime sgainst clviliza.ion, 
immigration affects disastrously Deniocrats and 
Republicans an this const alfke, and smong 
them there {eno difference cf opinion as to the 
character of the lawathat should deal with {t. 
Whether "they sre made by Democrats of 
Republicans te ull one (o them, providing they 
aye good, But in trele mind the only 00d laws 
are-those that effectually exclude, aud those 
we now have more nearly accomplish 
that? end thin anyihing thet has been 
devieed. Anew treaty, with provisions that 
will let Ina horde of students, te. chere, merchanis 
and travellers, whose baggage consists at most 
of the baskets of the prddier, will not be received 
by Pacific Coast D:mocrats with satisfaction.
